Which Stands Between Crimes 
and Trayior. 


The Contest In the Fourth Congressional 
Dietriet—-Hard Katiles of the Past 
— Other Political Points. 


Will it be Grimes? 

Or Traylor? 

Or Gorman? 

That is the question which is disturbing the 
people of the fourth congressional district at 
‘present. : 

Grimes is the sitting member, and hails 
from Columbus, below the mountain. Traylor 
wants to succeed him, and is from LaGrange, 


_above the mountain; while Gorman, who.is | 


willing to serve, is from Talbott county, some- 
Whiat between the two. 


This mountain chain has played a prominent 
part in fourth district politics. It compels the 
aspirants on cither side to come up to it, and 
has never been known to Jeave its base,, Col- 
umbus is a city of pretensions, full of brainy 
men, fit to lead any congressional district. 
LaGrange, while not quite as large 
in population, has for fifty years been 
a seat of wealth and learning, and also 
aspires to be first Newnan will not be con- 
tent with a third place, and as for the rural 
counties, they fre inhabited by the cream of 
Georgia farmers, and will dispute with the 
cities any day, Lelow ghe mountain there are 
sixteen votes, and above the mountain there. 
are eighteen. Asa consequence the northern 
part of the district has always captured the 
nomination, until Tom Grimes beeame a cand- 
idate, and Tom ambied off with the prize ina 
manner which astonished the vanquished 
party. f 

Hon. Henry R. Harris, of Meriwether coun- 
ty, held the seat for six years, ending in 1878. 

Jn that year the nominating convent'on met 
in Columbus and ballotted for days without 
result. The up-countrymen placed the blame 
on Columbus hospitality, and adjourned to 
Newnan, where they fared little better. 

_ Finally they concluded to pull the bridles off, 

_and Captain Persons jumped into the arena, 
He surprised the state by getting a majority 
of 4,000. In 1880 he was defeated for 
nomination by Judge Hugh Buchanan, 
of Newnan. A_ singular feature was 
that Judge Buchanan was not only 
opposed in this convention by his own county 
delegation, but that in the convention, two 
years later, he was again opposed by them, 
though he secured his second term in congress. 

In 1886 the candidates were Hon. J. H. Fan- 
nen, of Troup, Hon. A.D. Freeman, of Cow- 
eta, and Hon. Tom Grimes, of Muscogee. It 
was not until one hundred ballots had been 
cast that a nomination was reached, when 
Grimes was declared the nominee. | 

No congressman has ever been re-clected 
from the fourth without a stubborn struggle. 
At first it was announced that Rev. R. H. 
Jackson, the head of the Farmers’ Alliance, 
would fight for votes with Grimes, and for 
ewhile Heard county was the storm center. 

Then the center moved toward Troup 
county, and ex-Senator Traylor was announced. 
The singular thing about Traylor is that his 
candidacy was heralded from Washington, 
where certain combinations were alleged to 
have been formed. 

Mr. W. R. Gorman, of Talbott, threw him- 
ecif into the breach, and the fight became tri- 
angular. 

Grimes, Traylor and Gorman! 

It was presumed that, as in 1886, Grimes 
would carry the counties below the mountain, 
thus securing 16 votes. As it is, howeyer, 
Gorman has carried Talbott’s two votes. Mr. 
Grimes has Muscogee, 4 votes; Harris, 4 votes; 
Marion, 2 votes; and Chattahoochee, 2 votes, 
making 12 votes. The other below the moun- 
tain county, Taylor, will vote by primary on 
August 1. Should Gorman carry Taylor he 
will have 4 votes and Grimes 12, On the 
other hand, should Grimes carry it, he will 
have 14 and Gorman but 2. 

No county north of the mountain has yet S6- 
lected delegates, but Troup, Heard, . Meri- 
wether and Carroll will decide by primary on 
Saturday next. The time has not yet been 

fixed for Coweta county. : 

The greatest sensation in the whole district 
sin ‘Troup county. The leading citizens of 
LaGrange are well divided, and confident in 
support of their favorites. The Traylor men 
charged that Grimes was flooding 
the district with seeds in order to 
gain over the farmers. It 
alleged that Grimes had established an empor- 
jum in LaGrange. It was related that a 
prominent farmer had mentioned the fact that 
no seed was sent to him, and five minutes 
later, though no mail had arrived, there was.a 
package in the office for him. The most was 
made of this when Postmaster W.S. Evans 
published this card: 

Onthe lithor 15th inst. some 300er more small 
packages of seed came to this postoffice, addressed 
to Dr. F. M. Ridley, with Mr. T. W. Grimes’s frank. 
All these packages had seed in them and were se- 
curely sealed, but was not addressed to. any one. 
On the 16h (Monday) these same packages, 300 or 
more, were returned to this oflice addressed to differ- 
em parties throughout the county. I don’t remem- 
bersecing more than one package to the same ad- 
Gress, The occurrence as stated by the gentleman 
and his son was correct. Between the visits of fa- 
ther and son the seeds had been brought around for 
@istribution. 

Accompanying this wasacard:from Dr. F. 
M. Ridley, which had an emphatic ring about 
#t, thus: : 

i herewith hand you a card from Captain Evans, 
which explains itself. I am a feiend, both personal 
and political, of that most worthy gentleman, Hon. 
T. W. Grimes, and he sent me the seed for distribu- 
tion. They belonged to the people, and asthis is 
about the time such seed are planted, it was proper 
that they should be distributed at once. To properly 
necomplish thisenda gentiemanwent tothe tax 
digest and directed them to the different names as 
they are entered thereon, and they went to the sup- 
porters of Colonel Traylor and Colonel Gfimesalike. 
Any insinuation tothe contrary igjabsolutely false. 

Troup is regarded as the center of the bat- 
tle, and every effort is being made to carry it. 
‘The Traylor ticket is as follows: Dr. J. F.

A primary eleetion for members of the legis- 
lature and delegates to the gubernatorial convention 
will be held in Coweta county teday. None but 
democrats who are qualified to vote for members of 
the general assembly will be pcrmitted to vote. 

A meeting of the executive committee of 
the 28th senatorial district has been called by Chair- 
man W., A. Brought n to meet at the office of Colo- 
nel Broughton, in Madison, on August 9th, at 10 
o’clock, for the purpose of decicing upon the time 
and place for holding a convention to nominate a 
senator to represent this district. Dr. Gibbs and 
Colonel McHeury both hayea large number of fol- 
lowers, and the race is growing warmer. 

All the precinets in Gwinnett county have 
been heard from and the count gave Jones a m4- 
jority of fifty votes over Juban for senator from this 
district. A quorum of the committee not being 
present the official consoHdation was postponed till 
first Tuesday. It is reported that Mr. Juhan’ss 
friends will contest the eclection upon various 
grounds, though he may dissuade them from thi 
course. Only eleven hundred voies were polled, 

At the senatorial convention held in Oconee 
county last Saturday, the delegates ¢lected were in- 
structed to cast their ballot for Colonel James R. 
Lyle. The delegates to the gubernatorial conven- 
tion will support Governor Gordon, and the con- 
gressional delegates will cast their vote for Hon. H. 
H. Carlton. Before the convention adjourned a 
resolution was offered and adopted that hereafter 
ali candidates for county oflicers must submit their 
claims toa primary election. 

The democrats of Morgan county met in 
mass meeting on Suturday and elected as delegates 
to the gubernatorial convention Messrs, H. W. 
Baldwin, H. G. Walker, A. M, Parlee and Dr. J. C. Cc. 
Blackburn. Delegates to the congressional conven- 
tion, which meets in Athens, Messrs, Calvin George, 
E. W. Butler, G. H. Waznon and G. B. Bostwick. 
Resolutions strongly indorsing Governor Gordon, 
the statehouse officers and Hon. H. H. Carlton were 
passed, and the delegates were requested to vote for 
their renomination. 

Rev. James M. Atkinson, who was nomi- 
nated in the recent primary election in Columbia 
county asa representative, is a native of Greene 
county, and was born on April 12th, 1858. He be- 
gan the printing business with the old Greensboro 
Herald in 1866.and remained with the Herald two 
years. He then went to Augusta, where he ecom- 
pleted his:trade, and for several years held cases on 
the Augusta Chronicle. Was ordained to the min- 
istry in 1874. Established the Columbia Sentinel 
with E. T. Williams in 1882, and at present is one of 
the proprietors and editors of that paper. 

There is a lively row in Brooks county over 
the primary to be held tomorrow. The executive 
committee decided by aslight majority to let all 
qualified voters who would pledge themselyes to 
support the nominee to participate. Several of the 
committee opposed this mode, and Dr. J. I. Groover, 
J. W. McMullen and J. N. McLean desired to.go on 
record as opposed to allowing republicans to havea 
vaice in paminuga nominee for the democratic 
party. Colenel William Jones, one of the candidates 
for the legislature, Says that he does not consider it 
a democratic nemination, and requests his friends 
not to cast their votes. for him at the primary, The 
Free Preassays the man nominated by the primary 
will not be the nominee of the demeoratic party. It

HOGS FIGHT A ’GATOR. 


Three of Them Try to Save Their Mate From 
a Saurian’s Jaws. 
From the Savannah News. 

Cary B. Townsend was in the city yesterday. 
He was in Florida last week, and he brought 
in a thrilling story of a fight between a mon- 
ster alligator and fonr hogs m the Chattahoo- 
chee river a day or two ago. Mr. 
Townseml said that he was chatting 
with a number of gentlemen on the 
balcony of the Riverside botel at Chat®a- 
hoochee on Friday morning. The hotel is at 
the Florida Railway and Navigation com- 
pany’s wharf, just above the Pensacola and 
Atlantic railroad bridge, where the river 
steamers land on their trips to and from 
Apalachicola. Itis built on piling and over- 
looks the river from a distance of about sixty 
feet. 

All at once from aclump of willows along 
the river banks a hundred yards above the ho- 
tel there came the loud squealing of a hog, fol- 
lowed by a furious scuftie. The balcony was 
soon deserted and with several others Mr. 
Townsend was On the spot just in time to wit- 
ness 2a battle for life between asixty pound 
hog and a huge saurian, fully twelve feet long. 
The hog was backed in his struggle by four 
other porkers, which endeavored to save their 
companion. The alligator had fastened his 
monstrous jaws on the back of his victim and 
was just dragging him into the water. 

A 32-caliber Winchester rifle was the only 
gun to be had, and before it could be got the 
reptile was out of sight. He backed into the 
river with the hog in his jaws, followed ‘by the 
three other hogs, which strack at the ‘gator 
with their feet and snapped at him savagely 
with their tusks. When the saurian reached 
deep water, about ten feet from the bank, he 
sank out of sight with his struggling prey. The 
four hogs, which had fought so 
sharply to save their mate. seemed 
discéncerted at the disappearance of 
the ’gator, and forsome minutes they swam 
around evidently expecting his return. In 
about half an hour the saurian re-appeared 
about fifty yards away, and several shots were 
had at- him, but he -wastoo large.to kill with a 
32-caliber ball. Itis the habit of the ‘gator, 
when he capentes @ victim, to deposit it at the 
bottom of the stream, fastening itif it shows 
an inclination to fleat, and when everything is 
quite or night approaches, to bring it up to 
land and devour it upon the bank. 

Mr. Townsend is an authority on ’gators, but 
he said that he never saw before a fight like 


the one he deseribed.

A Chautauqua Director Has Something to 
Say About the Unjust Comments on the 
Invitation to Speaker Carlisle. 


The following is furnished for publication by 
a member of the Chautanqua board: 

The persistent attempt to give a political 
import to the invitations sent out by the Pied- 
mont Chautauqua demands a few words. 

In the first place the Piedmont Chautauqua 
is essentially a public enterprise. Thereis not 
aman connected with its directory who has 
either direct or remote financjal interest in its 
success, Messrs. E.,W. Marsh & Co., who 
owned the property on which it is located, 
donated in fee simyle eighteen and one-half 
acres of jand to Chautauqua, and have given a 
perpetual ten per cent interest in the gross 
sales of the six hundred and fifty acres that 
lie contiguous to the grounds. Outside of this 
no man man can make a_ dollar 
no matter what success the Chautauqua may 
achieve. The gentlemen who have contribu- 
ted money have contributed it as a gift, and 
there is not one of them who will not today 
give his stock to any one who wantsit. The by- 
Jaws require that all moneys made from any 
source whatever shall be reapplied to the im- 
provement of the grounds and the betterment 
of the progranime. There is not a dollar of 
salary paid any director or officer. The money 
that has been given and the work that has been 
contributed has been without a dollar of pay, 
or without the hope of a dollar of 
return in any =mauner whatsoever. 
It is believed, and more earnestly 
now than ever, thatthe Chautauqua ideais a 
good one, and that it will succeed at Piedmont 
as it has succeeded every where else it has becn 
tried, north or south. 

In the second place, the Piedmont Chautau- 
qua is established and administered on pre- 
cisely the same plan of Chautauquas ali over 
the country, the very basis of which plan is 
that they are non-political, As was said in a 
speech introducing Mr. Mills: 

‘‘Chautauqua aims to influence no man, but 
to enlighten. Not lead, but to inform. Its 
purpose from first to last is-education.”’ 

At Piedmont, as elsewhere, it is intended to 
bring together the very best speakers on all 
political, social, or religious topics, regardless 
of their personal views, or @ the personal 
views of those -who manage the Chautauqua. 
In evidence of this spirit, General Lewis, an 
ex-federal soldier, was invited to make a 
speech in reply to Jadge Lowndes Calhoun, a 
confederate soldier. 

When Chautauqua was first established, a 
number of public men were put on the pro- 
gramme for addresses on various topics. 
Among these were Messrs. John G. Carlisle 
and William McKinley to speak on the 
tariff. Mr. Carlisle was invited 
and accepted. Before the date of his coming 
he heard that Mr. McKinley would be invited 
also and some inquiry was made by his friends 
as to this. It was replied that Mr. McKinley 
would be invited and in all probability come 
and address the people at Chautauqua on the 
tariff. Afterhearing this the gentleman who 
represented Mr. Carlisle telegraphed and said: 
*‘T confirm Mr, Carlisle’s acceptance for 26th.”’ 
In this connection it is proper to remark that 
Senator Colquitt never did refuse to tender 
the invitation to Mr. McKinley. Onthe con- 
trary he stated that he was ready to extend 
the invitation to him if the Chautanqua di- 
rectors so desired. In ithe whole 
matter Senator Colquitt. has done ali 
that he could to promote the 
Chautauqua and has the appreciation of the 
board of directors. Judge Stewart was never 
requested to extend an invitation to Mr. Mc- 
Kinley, and consequently could not have re- 
fused todoso. It was not intended in any 
sense that. there should be a discussion be- 
tween Messrs. Carlisle and McKinley. Each 
of them was invited to come and make an ad- 


- dress on ‘‘The Taxing Powers of the Govern- 


ment,’’ each speaking from his own stand- 
point on this great economic question. 

Among the fifty or more of public speakers 
who will speak at Chautauqua during August, 
it is not known thatthere is a single republi- 
can except Mr. McKinley; certainly there has 
been no intention of inviting Mr. Blaine. On 
Saturday nightsomcone suggested in a group 
at the hotcl, that Mr. Blaine would attract an 
immense crowd if he were to come to Chau- 
tauqua. A gentleman in the group who knows 
Mr. Blaine said he believed he would come if he 
were invited. Beyond this the matter has 
not been discussed, or thought of, and there is 
not one chance in a million that Mr. Blaine 
would come to Chautangna if invited, and less 
chance, perhaps, that the beard will ever de- 
termine toinvite him, If Mr. Blaine is com- 
ing here as announced to throw himself in the 
campaign, he would not likely waste a day in 
Georgia, where all the republican speakers 
combined, from now on until the election, 
could not reduce. Cleveland’s majority below 
seventy-five or cighty thousand votes. 

The allusion that has been made to “Mr. 
Carlisle’s consenting to become an attraction 
ata paid show” was not only unnecessary, but 
unwise. It stigmatizes President Cleveland,

yery public speaker who has lent by his pres- 
ence and his voice, aid to a public enterprise 
for tlre past fifty years, in this democratic gov- 
ernment where people build their enterprises 
without the aid of the government; it even 
stigmatizes Senator Colquitt himself, who ap- 
peared at New York Chautauqua last year and 
received such an ovation as a northern audi- 
ence in a non-political organization always 
gives to a southern visitor. When 
these who thrust this remark before 
the public, have widened their experience by 
taking hold of some public enterprise, they 
will realize the indelicacy of the insinuation, 
and will understand why the best of public 
men may not refuse to loan their presence to 
an enterprise intended to develop or promote 
any section of this great republic. When a 
public man takes a private fee for becoming 
an “attraction at apaid show” there may be 
criticism, but we think that none can justly 
lie when, without fee or reward, a man in 
affection and respect for the people turns 
aside from his work to benefit a public enter- 
prise. 

The charge that this isan attempt to defeat 
Senator Colquitt’s re-election is absurd, and 
proceeds, in all probability, from those of his 
friends, the newness and strangeness of whose 
attachment to him renders them over anx-

ious. Even if it were true that an attempt is 
being made to defeat Senator Colquitt that 
could hardly be considered a crime among a 
free and independent people. If it were, the 
zealous work they have been engaged at for 
the past ten or fifteen years would bar them 
from further participation in public affairs. 

The board of direct- 
ors of the Chantanqua are very largely in 
favor of Senator Colouitt’s re-election and

It simply pro- 
poses to furnish, at nominal cost and in agree- 
able quarters, an unimpassioned, deliberate 
and competent discussion of all public topics, 
from the very best men whose presence and 
co-operation it can secure, regardless of their 
personal views or of their political 
standing. it need not be _ added 
that not a word will be spoken at Chautauqua 
that will offend any listner, no matter what 
his views may be.

It is established for time, and it 
will present during August and each 
year hereafter a programme that will deserve, 
if it does not command the unstinted patron- 
age of the people of the south. When this is

NEW YORK. July 30.—The stock market opened 
with a very dull and listless market in which small 
losses in the forenoon were succeeded later by full 
recovery, though the fluctuations and business done 
were extremely small.

THE CHICAGO MAKEET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisiona, 


CHICAGO, July 30—A sensational bulge in wleat 
overshadowed all other operations on ‘change today. 
The instant the bell tapped for the opening there 
ensué1 a tremendous c'amor. Prices opened 3c over 
the close at noon Saturday, in New York, 2c over 
the close here Saturday afterncon and }‘%,c higher 
than at St. Louis, This jump was something amaz- 
ing following the unusual advance of 2c which 
marked the close of last week. The drift of the 
feeling was shown on the curb, and when the open- 
ing moment on the floor arrivea the contusion and 
excitement wes so great as to make it difficult to get 
prices atall. The first official quotations were 82%c 
for August, 8ic for September and 85%c for Decem- 
ber. The cables were very bullish, The weather 
on the other side was unusually hot and wet and 
hurtful to crops. During the first fifteen minutes 
August sold at &4ce, September 8454,c and December 
at 56'<c—an advance of fully 2c on all futures, Lo- 
cal speculators and foreign ageyts all were buyers, 
and only those with long wheafhad courage to sell. 
After the first bulge and flurry prices reacted about 
kKée. About noon a second bulze sent prices even 
higher than before, with August up to §4c, Sep- 
tember 85'%c and December 87c—an advance of 2%4c 
for September and December. Then priccs eased off 
on realizing sales to 84c for August, 843;¢c for Septem- 
ber and S6%<c for December. and there they rested 
shortly before the close. Nevertheless, the market 
at the final moment was strong, and the last prices 
were at early outside for the session—August 84%4c 
and September 8c. 

As on Saturday the corn market staried off just a 
little gamy with August selling up from 45@45c, 
September from 4454@454c and October from 444,@ 
4134c, The improvement was not maintained, how- 
ever, and the market wens back below the starting 
pointand did not recover. Receipts were heavy 
and the movement promises to increase. Corn is 
lower than when wheat started on its 5c advance. 

Oats were only fairly active, and the range of 
prices in the speculative market was confined wtth- 
in narrow limits. The general tendency was one of 
business, 

Provisions opened weak, with no abatement in 
the bullish tendency they have lately exhibited, 
Under the influence of another sharp advance, in 
hogs, the initial sales all around were made at prices 
materially higher than Saturday’s closing. In pork 
the first transactions showed an appreciation of 
17%c, in lard of 74%@10c, and in short-ribs of 
10@12%c.. During the day the product averaged 
much higher than the opening figures, The range 
covered by pork in its fluctuations was lic, by 
lard 744@10c, and by short-ribs 5@7%c. ‘Trading 
was active, and more general in its character, than 
on any day since the upward movement was inav- 
gurated. A large amount of the product, especially 
pork, was bought by outsiders, presumably against 
outstanding short contracts. Cash buyers were 
deterred trom filling a good many orders by the 
prices asked. September wasthe leading time de- 
livery. For that month pork sold at $14.50@$14.65, 
lard at $8.924%4@$9.0244, and short-ribs at $8.45@$s. 50. 
Polk for September closed at $14.6244,with October at 
same price, and July and August 10c lower. Future 
lard was guoted, at adjournment, at 8.95 for July, 
§.95@8.97\% for August, 9.00 for September, and 8.8) 
for October. July and August short-rilbs closed at 
8.45, September at 8.50, and October at8,474¢, Later 
deliveries were higher.

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A NEGRO HURT. 


He is Knocksd Off ja Freight Car 
at McDaniel Street Crossing. 


Said to Have Been Stealing a Ride—His Head 
All Right Bat Internally Injured— 
His Wounds are Serious. 


Yesterday afternoon, about six o’clock, a 
young negro man named James Ball was se- 
riously, if not fatally, injured at the McDan- 
iel street bridge, over the East Tennessee rail- 
road track. 

He was standing on top of the train—freight 
train No. 23—with bis back towards the bridge. 
The lower timbers of the bridge struck him 
across the back of the head, about three 
inches from the neck, knocking him off the 
car. 

He turned three or four complete sommer- 
saults before reaching the grounding, landing 
finally almost flat upon bis back. 

He was almost immediately surrounded bya 
crowd of curious darkies, as the bridge is in 
plain view of Peters street, and a number of 
people saw him as he fell, among them Patrol- 
men Ozburn and Jim Starnes, nearly a quar- 
ter of a mile away up Peters street. 

The patrolmen had the;darky:walked down 
the railroad, nearly to the Peters street cross- 
ing, where a hack was called. and the injured 
man was carriedto the home of his sister, 
Rhoda Ambrose, on Calhoun street. 

The negro says that he is from Forsyth, Ga., 
anda married man. Heclaims to be a brake- 
man on the train, There was a cheap black 
valise found on top of the car from which he 
ene but he says that this does not belong to 

m. 

The freight was just coming into Atlanta 
and did not stop for the accident. Two or 
three of the negro train hands jumped off, 
however, and came back. 

They say that Bell is not an employe of the 
road, but bee ye onat the Peters street 
crossing, id he was going to ride a piece 
down the road. He had the valise with him. 

“When wepassed the man ropes,’’said one of 
the train hands, ‘‘l saw it touch his head, and 
I hollered to him to look out that the bridge 
would knock him off. He looked round like 
he heard me and started towards the back end 
of the car. When he was on the third car 
from the end the bridge struck him in the 
back of his head. Just before it hit him I 
hollered, but I don’t think he heard me.” 

While he was being carried down towards 
Peters street Bell seemed to be suifering con- 
siderably. Hespit up blood frequently, and 
complained of internal pains along his back. 
The skin is hardly broken on the back of his 
head, but there is a knot as large as a man’s 
fist. 

Dr. Hood, who was called in immediately, 
says that the negro’s wounds areserious. The 
skull is not injured but the internal injuries 
may prove fatal,

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SOME MONEY MISSING. 


A Young Map Dies in Atlanta, and No Money 
is Found Upon Him. 

A rather mysterious case wasin the hands 
of Detective Buchanan yesterday. __ 

A young man named R. B. Jenkins died 
Saturday afternoon at 5:30 at the home of Mrs. 
Slatér, 45 Courtland avenue. 

It was known thatashort while before he 
died the young man had about $335. A short 
while after his death not a cent could be found 
in his pockets, and only $250 could be account- 
ed for.

The young man holds a position under Mr,

The invalid wife of Mr. Haley has been at 
Salt Springs for some time past, Mr. Haley 
himself being at Salt Springs. 

Some time last week Mr. Haley telegraphed 
to young Jenkins to come by Atlanta and 
come With his wife to Milwaukee, as he had 
written her to come. 

Thirty dollars was sent him to purchase the 
lady’s ticket. 

Mrs. Haley had two trunks, while Jenkins 
had none, and it was arranged that he should 
take one of the trunks and the check. 

Jenkins had the trunk checked to Atlanta, 
and on Friday he came here himself. Mrs. 
Haley was tostart from Atlanta Monday. 

When she arrived here she was surprised to 
learn of young Jenkins’s death. 

It seems that Jenkins turned over the trunk 
to another Arbuckle agent named C. B. An- 
drews, of Thomaston, and that it was checked 
all right to Milwaukce. 

But the money could not be found. 

It seems, moreover, that after he was taken 
illon Friday morning, Jenkins sent fora 
young friend, Mr. KE. C. Brown, clerk at 
Hutchison Bros,’ drugstore, and gave him $250 
to be pail to Oglesby & Meador. 

The money was paid and the receipt turned 
ovemto Jenkins. 


Further than this nothing is known except

that the money is missing. 

Two or three young friends of Jenkins, 
boarding at*fke same house, made themselves 
jointly responsible to the undertaker, and the 
body was embalmed and placed in a handsome 
casket and shipped yesterday morning to his 
old home in South Florence, Alabama. 

The young gentlemen who had so generously 
taken charge of the remains went to police 
headquarters yesterday and asked that the 
maiter be investigated. . 

Detective Buchanan was detailed to work 
out the matter, and wasat work on it all day 
yesterday.

“Why, we’re just as good as white folks,” 
said one of the darkies. 

“Will you get out of here ?’’ 

“When I get ready.’’ 

Without another word the woman drewa 
o2-caliber silver mounted Smith & Wesson 
pistol at the negro wearing the beaver. 

There was one yell and both darkies were 
off. The gate had been shut but there was no 
time to unlatch nor to go over it, so they went 
through it. 

By this time the woman was out on the 
front porch, about twelve feet from the ne- 
groes. She took deliberate aim and fired at 
the hindmost negro. 

There was another yell. 

They could be heard running across the rail- 
road track, under box cars, and off towards the 
south side of town. 

Then the Woman went to the hat rack and 
fired three shots through the*crown of the 
beaver. 

Then she stepped on it. 

The other beaver had been dropped on the 
porch. The shot fired at the darky had cut 
the rim almost entirely off one side, and ag 
smoothly as if done with a razor.

DR, JOSEPH LeCONTE. 


A Very Interesting Lecture From this Dis- 
tinguished Scientist at the Y. M. L. A. 


The Philosophie society of Atlanta, after 
discussing the matter fully, determined to af- 
ford a selected crowd of Atlantians the op- 

rtunity of hearing a lecture from Dr. Le- 

tonte, and accordingly arranged for him to 
deliver it at the Young Men’s Literary asso- 
ciation hall last night. Those present were 
there upon invitation from them embers of the 
Philosophic society, and although numbering 
only about seventy-five or one hundred, they 
constitutee a highly intell'g: nt audience. 

Dr. J. G. Armstrong in an appropriate talk, 
introduced to the audience the distinguished 
Georgian and world-renowned scientist, Dr. 
Joseph LeConte. 

Dr. LeConte has a very striking ap arance, 
and an intellectual look upon his face which 
at once proclaims him a master of his profes- 
sion. Heisan able professor, and a deep stu- 
deut. His main subject of study is geology. 
His lecture was a comparison between astrono- 
my‘and geology, how the one represented in- 
finite space and the other infinite time, and 
how although astronomy is today ‘‘queen of 
the sciences.’’ she must still recognize the 
org claims of her twin sister geology. 

The lecturer, eloquent at times, and ever 
clear and comprehensive, went cn to tel! how 
the astronomer, after all the facts are ex- 
hausted looks out into the unknownand specnu- 
lates upon the existence of worlds beyond the 
reach of his vision, and how the geologist, 
when fossils and stratified rocks are gone, and 
when locking through the vista of time he 
sees the milestones disappear, still speculates 
with regard to the unknown and realizes that 
what he knows is but asmall part indeed of 
the infinity beyond. 

He spoke of the mission of science as being 
to demonstrate the universal reign of law, per- 


fect harmony in the midst of confusion, and 


perfect unity in the midst of diversity. He 
spoke of the ‘music of the spheres,’’ music 
not heard by the human ear, and only heard 
by the ever attentive human spirit; and how, 
in science, the law of universal gravitation 
and that of evolution combined together to ex- 
press the divine chorus whicly ‘‘the morning 
stars sang together, when the sons of God shout- 
ed for joy.” 

Dr. LeConte continued in his comparison of 
eaten f and geology, andin the most ele- 

ant and refined language entertained his 
1earers for nearly an hour. He closed his 
excellent lecture with a description of the 
ultimate'end of science, which was after all to 
discover new things and getatatrue knowl- 
edge of naturein order that the mind might 
turn back and contemplate its own creation as 
being the crowning work of all. 

Dr. LeConte leaves for Milledgeville this 
morning, Whither he goes ona yisit to his 
daughter.

The Colored Exposition Bill Has 
to Give Way, 


THE FEELING IN THE HOUSE, 


Augusta Gets Several Draws—Congressman 
Hopkins Has Retarned—Points 
ef General Interest. 


WASHINGTON, July 51.—[Special.]—Senator 
Palmer did not get the Atlanta colored appro- 
priation bill up in the senate todayy because of 
the fact that Senator Allison demanded the 
right of way for the sundry civil appropriation 
bill. It will, however, be called up for consid- 
eration when the first opportunity presents it- 
self. The bill will pass the senate, but as the 
house appropriations committee have already 
decided upon an adverse report, it is barely 
possible that it can ever pass that body. The 
fact is that a majority of even the southern 
members are opposed to the bill on account of 
the demoralizing effect itis supposed it will 
produce upon labor. 

THE AUGUSTA ARSENAL. 

Senator Brown is ever watchful of Georgia's 
interests, and, although he has been quite un- 
well forsome days,he went to the senate 
chainber this morning, made a short. speech 
and had adopted his amendment to the sundry 
civil bill appropriating ten thousand dollars to 
bore an artesian well atjthe Augusta Arsenal. 

A WINDFALL FOR AUGUSTA. 

Mr. Hill,who will havétharge of the govern- 
ment exhibit to be made at the Augusta expo- 
sition, says there will be twenty or thirty 
thousand dollars left from the appropriation 
and the exhibit at Cincinnati. Upon learning 
of{this, and after consultation with Senator 
Brown, Senator Daniel,of Virginia, introduced 
a bill todivide the remainder between the 
Richmond and Augusta expositions. 

THE DIRECT LAND .TAX BILL. 

Senator Harris today raised the point of or- 
der against the direct land tax bill as an 
amendment to the sundry civil bill on account 
of its being new legislation. The chair sus- 
tained him and this bill is again knocked out. 
By agreement in the house, however, when 
the long dead-lock was broken this bill will 
come up for a vote next December. 

THE OKLAHOMA BILL. 

The Oklahoma bill has not yet been called 
up for passage on account of the great 
number of absentees. As Major Barnes has 
notified Mr. Springer, the leading advocate of 
the bill, that he would call no quorum on him, 
the latter gentleman has wisely decided to 
wait untilhecan get a quorum together be- 
fore again calling up the measure. It will, 
however, pass and the country willlawait with 
anxiety Major Barnes’s predicted Indian war. 

HE GETS HIS COMMISSION, 

Chief Justice Faller has been quite busy to- 
day. He called upon the president and had a 
pleasant interview, during which he received 
his caimmission. With that important docn- 
ment in Lis possession, he closed negotiations 
for the Icasing of the- Barker mansion at the 
hgad of Fourteenth street, on Meridian hill, 
and expects tomove hig family here during 
the month of September. He also allowed 
himself to be photographed by Bell, the con- 
gressional photographer, which seems to be a 
part of the routine of newly commissioned 
officials. 

HE THINKS HE’S ALL RIGHT. 

Congressman Hopkins, of New York, who 
was recently taken from here by his brother 
on account of his mental derangement, has re- 
turned. He says the newspaper reports about 
his insanity have occasioned him no trouble 
whatever, and persists that he is all right. 
His friends, however, do not agree with him. 

The house committee on banking and cur- 
renecy have agreed to report favorably on the 
Freedman’s bank bill, which recently passed 
the senate. Its passage in the house isalready 
practically assured

A Bill Providing for Appropriations to the 
Augusta Exposition—Pacific Railroad. 

WasuIneton, July 31.—In the senate Mr. 
Frye, from the select committee on 
Pacitie railroads, reported the Union Pacific 
funding bill providing for the settlement of 
claims growing ont of the issue of bonds and 
tosecure payment of all indebtedness. This 
isthe Outhwiate bill. ‘“‘It relates,’’ said Mr. 
Frye, ‘‘oply to the Union Pacific and Central 
Pacitic branch, having nothing to do whatever 
with the Central Pacific. The committee 
found much greater difficulty in formulating 
an adjustment and settlement with the Cen- 
tral Pacific than with the Union Pacific, and 
is not prepared at the present time to make 
any report touching that company.’’ The 
bill was put on the calendar and‘prinied. 

Mr. Riddleberger, from the committee o 
manufactures, reported a bill providing that 
the surplus from the appropriation made for 4 
centennial exposition of the Ohio valley may 
be used for the expositions at Augusta, Ga. 
aud Richmond, Va. Referred tothe commit 
tee on appropriations.

WASHINGTON, July 31.—In the house, Mr 
Dibble, of South Carolina,- called up the 
conference report on the Omaha, Neb., public 
building bill.
